New Siddur To Be Published 
CHASSIDIC TRADITION IN LENINGRAD

Moscow 


Despite nearly forty years of anti-religious propaganda, the spirit of 
Orthodoxy among Russian Jews continues to be a vital force permeating 
large sections of the Jewish community. This is my impression after a 


short visit to Leningrad, where, as in 


Moscow, | found the synagogue on 


Sabbath crowded and the atmosphere outside one of greater freedom 


and hope. 


There were nearly a thousand worshippers in the large and beautiful 
Synagogue on the Sabbath, and the six rabbis in the city are all actively 
engaged in preaching the Jewish religion to growing communities. 

As in Moscow, the Leningrad Jewish community is now preparing 


3 JEWS KILLED BY 
TERRORISTS 


Algiers Bomb Outrage 


From our Own Correspondent 


Three Jews, including two girls, 
were killed and eighteen severely 
injured a terrorist attack which 
killed a total of eight people and 
wounded 81 at the seaside casino of 
Algiers on Sunday, it is learned here. 
A heavy explosion rocked the dance- 


hall towards the end of a tca-dance. 


The bomb. believed to have been 
planted by a Moslem servant of the 
Casino, was placed under the orchestra 
stand. The bhand-leader, 38-year-old 
Lucien Seror, better known to Algerians 
as “ Lucky Starway,” was killed outright. 

Mr. Seror, who started life as a taplor 
at Bouzarea, became the leader ol 
Algeria s most popular dance orchestra 
wiih a weekly broadcast on Algiers 
Radio. 

The girls killed were Alice Benaim 
(aged 20), and Josctiec Smadja (aged 22). 

he funeral services for the Jewish and 
other victims occasioned anti-Mosiem 
demonstrations by Europeans in all parts 
of Algiers. Feeling ran so high that the 
authorities brought paratroops into town 
and imposed a curfew.

The 
Yeshiva is to be established at Tiflts (now 
called Thilisi), the capital of Georgia. 
Discussions towards this end are taking 
place and the prospects are stated to be 
fair. There 6 not likely to be a shortage 


of candidates to study at the new coliecge 


as there is sow quite a substantial 
Orthodox Jewish community in Georgia. 

In contrast with former days, Jewish 
visitors from abroad find no difficulty in 
establishing contact with members of the 
Jewish communities. [| have moved 
about freely and found everyone wilhng 
Lo answer my questions and to be heipful. 

My efforts to find Jewish books have 
so far been unsuccessful | have 
managed to buy a few Jewish records. 
in one bookshop I came across a number 
of volumes containing the translated 
works of Sholem Aleichem. 

From talks I have had with the Chie! 
Rabbi and other members of the com- 
munity here, | gather that there % a 
strong desire to revive the publication 
of a paper in Yiddish. The intention is 
to start with a weckly and perhaps later 
change to a daily newspaper on the lines 
of which flourtshed before the 
Stalin suppression of Yiddish in the 
U.S.S. There are many Jewish writers 
here who are anxiously waiting for the 
opportunity to express themselves in the 
columns of a Yiddish newspaper.

U.N. CHIEF 


Preventing Border 
Infiltration

ASCALON 
Closer contact between the United 
Nations Emergency Force and the 
Isracli Army has been established 


following the 60-minute meeting here 


on Monday between General Burns, 
the Commander of Unef, and General 
Dayan, the Israeli Army Chief of 
Staff. 

The Ascalon meeting was followed 
immediately by talks between officers on 
both sides on what the Israch Foreign 
Ministry described as “purely. a 
technical military level” to discuss 
practical measures for the prevention of 
infiltration across the’ frontier. While 
contact at present limited, some 


, observers do not exclude the possibility 


that new joint machinery may be devised 
to enable Unef to investigate fedayeen 
raids into Israch territory. 

General Burns stated after Monday's 
meeting had ended that while there had 
been no disagreement between himself 
and General Dayan, no conclusion had 
been reached on the erection of a barrier 
along. the “ sensitive” area, and that 
measures to prevent further mining 
incidents would best be effective if kept 
secret. 

He added that although the plan for 
the establishment of a security zone along 
the frontier had not been abandoned, i 
had not been discussed at the meeting 
Such a zone would have to be on both 
sides of the border and Israel, he said, 
had not agreed to the stationing of Unet 
units on her side of the frontier. 

General Burns disclosed that several 
Unef vehicles had been blown up last 
month after striking mines in the Gaza 
Strip. Casualties had been light. 
Protests had been made to the Gaza 
authorities 

More incidents were reported from the 
Gaza border laicr on Monday. A group 
of infitrators fired on an Israch patrol, 
and more thefts of property by Arab 
marauders were reported from the 
kibbutzim. 


NEW OIL STRIKE 


From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

Great excitement has been 
occasioned here at the announcement, 
last Saturday, of the discovery of new 
oil deposits in Isracl—at Bror Chayil, 
two miles from the southernmost well 
in the Helez area (ten miles north of 
the Gaza Strip), where the first strike 
was reported twenty-one months ago. 

Some experts are of the opinion that 
the new strike will prove more extensive 
than those at Helez. The result has been 
a rush to buy off shares, which, during 
the last few days, have appreciated by 
1£5. 

The strike at Bror Chayil was made 
after two months’ drilling at.a depth 
5,000 feet. | 

lt is Mot yet ceriain whether the new 
well. named Bror Two, has opened a new 
oil field, or whether it is merely part of 
the Helez workings. Dut since Bror One, 
lying between the old and the new wells, 
has been found to be dry, it ts assumed 
that a new oil drilling area has been 
located. 
While there is as yet no definite indica- 
tion of the richness of the new oil strike, 
reliable sources are imoressed with the 
denth of the oil-bearing strata, and 
believe that further otf formations exist 
below the present level. 

After the first strike, deeper drilling 
was started, and production tests are duc 
to begin next week. 

The 16 oi! wells of the Helez area have 
a total average output of 1,600 barrels 
per day. providing about six per cent of 
Israel's internal requirements. 

Oil imports cost Israel $40,000,000 a 
year in foreign. currency--seven and a 
half per cent of the total current budget.

JERUSALEM 
A group of Israeli rabbis will be 
allowed to visit centres of Jewish life 
in the Soviet Unjon and investigate 


_ religious conditions there if the present 


negotiations between the Israeli and 
Soviet authorities are successfully 
concluded. 
Some time ago the Soviet Union 
applied to the Israclis to allow the entry 
into the Jéwish State of a group of ten 
nuns to work in Russian Church  insti- 
tutions in Jerusalem and other places. 
The israeli Ministries concerned—.those 
dealing with foreign and religious 
affairs—-have not yet decided to grant 
the Russian request, but is believed 
here that the nuns will réceive the 
necessary permits in exchange for an 
affirmative decision by the Qoeviet authori- 


ties to allow the rabbis to visit Russia.

REFUGEE PROBLEM EASED 


Employment Found For 400 


C.B.F. APPEAL RAISES £94,000 
BY A JEWISH CHRONICLE REPORTER 


The immediate housing needs of the Hungarian and Egyptian 
refugees in this country have virtually been met, it was Stated by the 
Jewish Refugees Committee, which was set up by the Central British 
Fund to deal with refugee relief work. Of the 1,250 Hungarian and 1,100 
Egyptians who have registered with the Committee, almost all have been 
found furnished accommodation and as far as is known there are no 
Jewish refugees left in a reception camp, 


Miss Joan  Stiebel, Appeals 
Organiser of the C.B.F., told me that 
the urgent need now was to find un- 
furnished accommodation. Although 
the refugees now had a roof over their 
heads, they still felt unsettled Because 
thev had no home of their own. From 
the financial - aspect Miss Stiebel 
pointed out that the high prices of 
furnished accommodation meant that 
the C.B.F. still had to subsidise the 
rents—even of those refugees who had 
obtained work. It would be more 
economical in the long run to furnish 
a flat for a family than to continue 
paying the rent of furnished rooms. 


Accommodation Difficulties 


There are still some’ refugees, however, 
who have not yet been able to find even 
furnshed accommodation Mr. D. 
Gedalla, the Secretary of the Jews’ 
Temporary Shelter, told me that there 
were still 49 refugees, the majority from 
-evypt, living in the Shelter. The main 
reason why they had been unable to find 
accommodation was that they had 
children. Thirteen children from these 
families, who are at the moment living 
in the Norwood Home, spent the Whit- 
sun holiday with their parents in _ the 
Shelter. 

The problem of finding employment 
for the refugees is taking longer to 
solve. Ther lack of a knowledge of 


English combined .with the lack of a. 


specific skill is handicapping C.B.F. wel- 
fare workers im placing refugees 
especially the elderly people, who are 
either professional people or had their 
own small businesses. Nevertheless, jobs 
have been found for 400 Hungarian 
refugees and about half of the Egyptian 
relugees are in employment. 

Their main concern is to improve their 
knowledge of English so that they will 
be capable of taking. employment more 
in keeping with their abilities. One of 
the first refugees to arrive here from 
Hungary, did, for example, immediately 
obtaim employment as a packer. But as 
he is trained as a textile expert he is 
regularly attending language classes to 
improve his posfioa 


L.C.C, Language Classes 


[ was told that both the L.C.C. and 
the World University Service have been 
very helpful in instituting these classes for 
the refugees. 

Probably the most fortunate group 
are the students, a number of whom have 
already been accepted for training at 
Universities and technical colleges. As 
far as social imtegration is concerned, 
Hillel House has proved a central meet- 
ing place for them = Mr. Henry Shaw 
told me that they have been welcomed 
by their contemporaries, and some 25 of 
these students are regular visitors to

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE SPIRIT OF THE AGE 


E often speak of the spirit 
of the age. Every age has 
its distinctive features with 
ideas and tendencies differentiating 
it from others. While so much in 
human life and human society is 
permanent, thoughtful people are 
prone to think that their own age 
compares unfavourably with others. 
There are always those who, in the 
words of Ecclesiastes, exclaim: 
“Say not thou: ‘How was it that 
the former days were better than 
these ?’” But there are too many 
who think of the spirit of their own 
days as something to get away 
from, to fight against, as something 
largely evil. It is nothing of the 
sort. 

It is our plain duty to disentangle 
the bad from the good. That there 
is much that is evil.in the present age 
is beyond doubt. Nothing human 
can be all good. But if you are a 
true Jew then you believe, beyond 
any doubt, that the good far outweighs 
the evil, and that the good will 
triumph over the evil. No age is 
complete in itself. and each must be 
considered in relation to the past. It 
can be better or worse than one or 
more of those that preceded it. It can 
be a good or a bad preparation for the 
next one. In the very degeneration 
which our age presents in some res- 
pects. we are sowing the seeds of good 
in the future. We have to recognise 
the evil, for only in so doing can we 
hope to see it remedied. To realise 
bravely the prevailing selfishness, the 
lack of discipline and reverence. the 
fear and godlessness which appear 
everywhere, 1s to make provision for 
their defeat. 

We have to admit this of our 
present Jewish life and faith if we 
are to hope for anything better in the 
future: the Jewish spirit of this age 
is blatant, vulgar, godless, and pert- 
lously shot through with materialism 
It has sunk so low that mechanical 
observance is confused with religion, 
and money-making in so many cases 
comes first. 


A DISTINGUISHED rabbi said this 

a vear or two ago in a lecture 
before a famous Jewish association: 
“Our contemporary Jewish scene 
offers a spectacle of great activity but 
of little contemplation. Never before 
has there been such a superabundance 
of organisation. Much of it is dictated 


by the sorry need of fund-raising. The 
effect of this superficial type of Jewish 
existence jis spiritual starvation. Why 
should it be that in our Christian 
environment we find a great deal of 
spiritual striving, whereas there is 
hardly any parallel to it in our own 
midst ? ” 


These are strong and courageous 
words, and they are true of all 
sections of Jewry. But the fact that 
a leader of Orthodox Jewry is thus 
attacking a large vested interest in 
keeping things as they are points the 
way to progress. To recognise how 
bad things are is itself a guarintee 
that the standard will be improved. 
To condemn, without fear or favour. 
the utter indifference to spiritual 
values in the present age is to pave 
the wav to a change of heart in the 
future. The appalling “lasohemy of a 
Judaism without God is the very worst 
aspect of the spirit of our age. It was 
out of the bold war of the great 
prophets of our people upon the 
rottenness of the religion of their age 
that the hope and aspiration of later 
Judaism was born. 


WE need not despair, for we still 

have the high standards and the 
lofty examples of the past to inspire 
us. Failures are alarming, and that ts 
as it should be. The evils exhaust 
themselves and their power, while the 
good remains. The lack of content- 
ment and the restlessness of today, 
though we deplore them, are symp- 
toms, at least. of dissatisfaction with 
things as they are. The old smugness 
and blind acceptance of bad conditions 
have gone : and nothing but eood can 
come out of this realisation. The 
breaking down of class distinctions, 
the. great and new opportunities 
offered to young men and women to 
rise by their own labour and ambition, 
and many other evidences of progress 
are typical of our time. 

Slowly, but inevitably and surely, 
the swords are being beaten into 
ploughshares for the next generation. 
We turn with love and hope to the 
rebellious youth of our age. and 
should do our utmost to help them 
to build the new one. Through 
our failures, disappointments, and 
tragedies they will benefit and climb a 
little further upwards. The spirit of our 
age will be their inspiration and their 
guide for the creation of a_ better 
age. Thus does the spirit of God 
work in His human creatures from 
one generation to the next,

MR. M. TURNER- 
SAMUELS 


Mr, Moss Turner-Samuels, Q.C., 
tabour Member of Parliament for 
Gloucester since 1945 and Recorder of 
Halifax since 1948, died in a London 
hospital on Thursday of last week at 
the age of 68. He had been in poor 
heakh for some time. 

Born at Newcasile Tyne, Mr. 
Turner-Samucls was cducated at the 
erammar school there. He was appren- 
vced to a cabinetemaker and meanwhile 
vudied law from books which he boughi 
wih his pocket-money. He left the trade 
and became articled to 4 solicitor, pass- 
ing all his examinations before his articles 
exoired. In 1921 he sold his large solici- 
‘ors practice and a year latcr passed his 
Bar final examinations and was called to 
the Bar at Middle Temple. 

Mr. Turner-Samucis was elecied to 
Parliamem as the Labour Member for 
Barnard Castle in 1923, but lost his seat 
io the Conservative candidate in the 
General Election of 1924. After unsuc- 
cessfully contesting Leeds Central in 
1931 and Glowcesicr in 1935 he was 
clected Member for Gloucester in the 
1945 General Election. 

From 1945 to 1946 Mr. Turner-Samuels 
was High Sheriff of Gloucester and in 
1946 he was made a King’s Counsel. He 
was a frequent writer on legal and politi- 
cal ewbjects, including “The Law Relat- 
ing to Married Women” and books on 
Bruish trade unions, and industrial 
negotiation and arbitration. 

Mr. Turner-Samucis was for many 
years a member of the West London 
Synagogue and at the ume of his death 
was Chairman of the Flora Mever Home 
Committee for the establishment of a 
hame for old people, under the auspices 
of the West London Synagogue Associa- 
non, He was a membcr of the Board 
of Deputies. representing the Newcastle 
Olid Hebrew Congregation, from 1919

STRENGTH IN DIVERSITY 


By LIONEL SIMMONDS* 


T seems to me that one of the 
most unhealthy traits exhibited 
by our community its 

obsession with defence. Why, in 
this fair land of freedom, where we 
are treated as equal citizens in every 
sense, do we persist in “ hiding our 
light behind a bushel ” and indulge 
in elaborate stratagems to ditsgutse 
our Jewishness in the presence of 
our Christian neighbours ? 

Are we not too ghetto-minded ” 
And why do we imagine that ~ the 
earth stands still” if the company in 
which we mix are suddenly informed 
that there is a Jew in their midst ? 

Assuredly, this unhealthy manitcsta- 
tion is occasioned by centuries of 
persecution. 
with their so poignant significance 
for us, are merely an episode in history 
to the vast majority of our Christian 
neighbours. But as a consequence of 
this must we for ever bury our heads 
in the sand and practise a hole-and- 
corner Judaism because a ruthless 
maniac sought to destroy our race ? 
Why should we not take pride in the 
fact that this little island of ours stood 
alone against the barbaric hordes of 
Nazism. that to Britain, more than 
any other country, we Jews owe our 
survival ? 

Far too many Jews here imagine 
that there are fascists under every bed. 
Because a few irresponsible hooligans, 
masquerading under the guise of a 
political party, make it their business 
to stir up racial hatred, is that any 
reason to blacken the name of the 
British people by suggesting. as so 
many people do, that Hitler could 
happen here, and that Jews, therefore. 
must lean over backwards to placate 
what is assumed to be the hostility of 
British individuals or groups to the 
Jewish people ? 


British Sense of Fair-Play 


Of course, by all means, let us keop 
our Board of Deputies’ machinery in 
good order to deal with any manifesta- 
tions of antisemitism in this country. 
By fighting racial animositics we are 


doing a service to our country as well | 


as to our race, but for heaven's sake 
let us not confuse the rantings of a 
cheap, insignificant antisemite at the 
street corner with the general men- 
tality of the British public, which 1s 
an example to the world in its passion 
for justice and fair-mindedness. 

The Aristotelian concept of cach 
section of a community contributing 
its distinctive culture and skill to the 
common weal is something to com- 
mend itself to all democracies. By 
fearlessly championing our Judaism 
we enrich the common 
British culture; by timidity and 
defensive shambling. we water down 
our Judaism and tose the respect and 
friendship of our neighbours.

STAMP NOTES 


Mourning Issues 


By L. N. and M. WILLIAMS 


Stamps are issued throughout the 
world on, many special occasions, to 
commemorate fiotable anniversaries, 
coronations, royal weddings, victories, 


and, of course. sometimes déaths. 
When Dr. Chaim Weizmann died in 
1952 promptly issued two 


Stamps to mark his @cath, a 30-pruta 
dark-blue and a 110-pruta grey. In 
doing so the Ministry of Posts fol- 
lowed the example of a number of 
other countries, but in fact the idea 
of issuing postage stamps as a sign of 
mourning is of Jewish origin. 

During the latter part of the nineteenth 


and the early years of the twentieth 
century there was a network of private 
postal services in Germany. These posis 


operated within cities and large towns, 


Dr. Weizmann mourning stamp 


handling mostly circulars 
papers for local delivery, 
issued its Own distinctive 

At Magdeburg the “ Courier” service 
Was csiablished in 1886 by Erns and 
Lowis Herzberg. -On March 9, 1888. 
Kaiser William I diced. and three days 
later the Magdeburg private post issued 
a 24-pfennig siamp. printed in black and 
bearing a portrait of the deceased 
monarch. This was the first mourning 
Stamp tver issued, but within a week a 
private sérvice at Bochum produced a 
series of four stamp, also as a sign of 
mourning for Wiliam | 

The first mourning siamp issued by 
a post office came from the U.S.A. 35 
years later, when President Harding died 
m 1923, and a two-cent Mamp io black, 
bearing his portrait. was issued on Sep- 
tember |! of that year. Lenin's death in 
January, 1924, led to the issuing of a 
series of four stamps with black borders 
by Russia, and subsequently there have 
been numerous others on occasions of 
national mourning.

GENERAL SPEIDEL’S REPLY TO RUSSIA 


APPOINTMENT 


Once a Nazi, Always a 
Nazi 


| By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Could Jewish soldiers serving under 
General Speidel, the recently 
appointed Commander of the Nato 
Central European Land Forces, be 
expected to honour the man whose 
complicity in the murders of their 
people during the Hitler régime cannot 


be denied ? Lord Russell of Liverpool . 


said. in his New Forest home last 
week, that he thought this would be 
more than flesh and blood could stand. 

He showed me photographic copies 
of the death warrants of some of the 
victims of Nazism im France. The 
“ rubber stamp ” signatory on the docu- 
ments. is  Licutenant-General Hans 
Speidel, Chief of Siaff to the Wehrmacht 
in Paris from 1941 to 1942. 

The secret documents in Lord Russell's 
possession (he received them from a Ger- 
man journalist) are indisputable evidence 
that Speidel was a willing partner in the 
war crimes commitied by the Nazis and 
was fully aware of what was going on. 

“The appointment of Speidel is an 
affrom to Jews, Frenchmen, and all those 
whose families diced in conceniration 
camps and in the gas-chambers,” Lord 
Russell declared, 

Once a Nazi, always a Nazi, is Lord 
Russells opimon. He told Jewish 
audiences last year, he said, that there 
was a “ frightening resurgence of ami- 
semitism if Germany. 

‘The public.” he went on, “ has lost 
interest in the case of Speidel as quickly 
as wt has in the incorporation into the 
German Army of former members of 
the 

But what is to be done now that 
the General's appointment is a fail 
accompli? Lord Russell poimted out 
that public opinion all over the world had 
heen roused, and Jewish organisations had 
not been silent. But they must continue to 
voice their protesis their organi- 
sations and in the press said. Public 
opinion could not. of course, force the 
Powers responsible for the appoimtment 
to recani. But in face of continued 
protests Speidel’s position might become 
sufficiently uncomfortable for him to 
resign bis command

AVOIDING SABBATH 
DESECRATION

Following an Agudist proposal at the 
International Refugees Conference in 
Geneva, supported by the delegate of 
Pax Romana, countries of reception for 
refugees were requested to ensure the 
cultural and religious welfare of refugees.

Britain Rejects Arms 
Embargo 


By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


The British reply to the Soviet Note 
of April 19 asking for a joint four- 
Power declaration of non-interference 
in the Middle East and a complete 
arms embargo contained a strong and 
very blunt reference to Israel. 

it said that if the Soviet Umion. were 
seriously concerned about the possibility 
of hostilities in the Middle East it would 
agree that it was important to define the 
main focus of tension likely to lead to 
hostilities in the Middle East. 

As a result of the interest the Soviet 
Union had recently shown in the Middle 
East and from its study of its problems 
it could not, the British Note said, have 
failed to perceive that the main focus of 
tension in fact lies in the Arab-Israch 
dispute. 

it insisted that the other factors 
mentioned in the Soviet Note were either 
subsidiary and irrelevant, and it was 
the continuance of the Arab-Israeli 
dispute which made it impossible to 
achieve lasting peace, stability, and 
prosperity in the area. In the opinion of 
H.M. Government any effective contribu- 
tion by the Soviet Union towards the 
relaxation of tension in the Middle East 
which it professed to desire must be 
directed to the central problem of this 
dispute 

he Soviet Government, the Note 
added, had so far made no constructive 
and realistic proposals in this respect and 
had apparently preferred to make vague 
generalisations and accusations regarding 
the alleged interference of Governments 
outside the area. If the Soviet Govern- 
ment were to provide concrete evidence 
that their actions, for example, in the 
Security Council, would be along lines 
indicated above, this would certainly be 
welcomed by H.M. Government. 


NEW FREIGHTER

Arab Refugee Issue

WASHINGTON 


The Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, by 12 voles to three, approved 
last Friday the Mutoal Security Pro- 
gramme authorising $3,637,000,000 
for foreign aid during the fiscal year 
starting July |. This is $227,000,000 


less than requested by President 
Fisenhower. 
Among the amendments to the Bill 


adopted by the Committee is which 
requires the President, in determining 
whether to furnish aid to Arab refugees, 
to consider whether Isracl and the Arab 
States are taking steps for the resettle- 
ment and rehabilitation of the refugees.

TREASURES OF BYGONE DAYS 


A Visit to Grosvenor House 
BY A JEWISH CHRONICLE REPORTER 


OANS from the Royal Collec- 
tions of the Queen, Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother, 

Duke of Gloucester, the Princess 
Royal, and the Duchess of Kent 
are included among the exhibits at 
the 17th Antique Dealers’ Fair and 
Exhibition, which was declared 
open at Grosvenor House, London, 
W., on Wednesday and will remain 
open until June 27, 

The Great Hall of Grosvenor 
House has been transformed into a 
veritable treasure house for the 
occasion. The total value of the 
exhibits mist be enormous; and 
the security officers. who are res- 
ponsible for their safety carry their 
headaches like banners. 

One of the most fascinating of the 
exhibits from the Royal Collections 
is a “ Pendule Sympathique” lent by 
the Queen. The work of Abraham 
Louis Breguet (1747-1823), it is a 
combination of watch and clock so 
arranged that the clock automatically 
synchronises the watch; # has been 


described as “ one of Breguet's diaboli- 
cally clever devices.” 

So far as sheer antiquity is 
concerned, pride of place must 


undoubtedly go to a terra cotta vase 
decorated with brown spirals, shown 
by Spink & Son, Lid., London, 5.W.1, 


which jis stated to date back to 
3,500 p.c.e.—that is to say, more than 
1600 vears before the death of 
Abraham.

JEWS IN THE ANTIQUE

In the atneteenth century the 
antique trade began to flourish, and 
a number of Jewish names were 
connected with _ it. Samson 
Wertheimer, who arrived in Eng- 
land from Germany in the 1830s, 
established @ business which was 
continued by his sons, Asher and 
Charles, which was pre-eminent in 
the world at that time. Subse- 
quently Asher separated from 
Charles and continued his father’s 
Bond Street business. He was the 
purchaser of the famous Hope Col- 
lection and in 1916 presented his 
collection of Sargents to the 
National Gallery. At the outset of 
his career his father had sent him 
to Russia, where he made several 
subsequent pilgrimages, acquiring 
notable treasures from the Russian 
nobility, which, with his taste and 
judgment, found a ready and profit- 
able market in the West. 

Charles Wertheimer’s home jn Nor- 
folk Street, from which he conducted 
his business. was a veritable treasure 
house. A suite of French furniture 
in the drawing-room alone was sold 
for £80,000 in the first decade of the 
present century, The pictures, jewel- 
lery, and tapestry were a for 
£250,000. The prices he paid at the 


A number of the carly nineteenth- 
century dealers had intimate connec- 
tions. with the Rothschild family. 
Several maintained themselves almost 
entirely by keeping a lookout for 
objects of special importance for onc 
or another member of the House of 
Rothschild. They included Friedrich 
Spitzer, son of the communal grave- 
digger of Pressburg, whose collection 
of armour is now the property of the 
English Crown; Asher Wertheimer ; 
the Goldschmidts ; the Davises; and 
the Duveens. | 

it is remarkable how many of the 
British peerages have close associa- 
tions with the antique trade and its 
various aspects. The father of Nathan 
Mayer Rothschild, the founder of the 
English branch of the family, was 
Mayer Amscheil Rothschild, who was 
a dealer in coins. The father of the 
first Lord Swaythling, Louis Samuel, 
who was also the grandfather of Lord 
Samucl, was a watch-maker and silver- 
smith in Liverpool. The first Lord 
Mancroft, a member of an old and 
distinguished Norwich family, as Mr. 
Arthur Michacl Samuel, was engaged 
for a time in the antique trade. Mr. 
Joseph Duveen, father of Lord 
Duveen, opened an antique shop in 
Hull in 1866. In 1901 the Duveens 
became picture dealers, and from then 
onwards there was scarcely a famous 
work of art in this field which, when 
for sale, did not go through their 
hands.

Like Wertheimer, Duveen was not 
only a collector but a very consider- 
able public benefactor. He completed 
the Turner Wing at the Tate Gallery, 
which had been begun by his father. 
This donation was followed by the 
Sargemt Gallery for the Tate. He 
also presented a new wing to the 
National Gallery, as well as the home 
he built for the Elgin Marbles at the 
British Museum. 

Other leading Jewish antique dealers 
of this period, no longer in business, 
were the Durlachers and Coleman 
Isaacs. In the ‘60s several of the 
present leading Jewish antique dealers 
were established. One of the largest 
firms of antique furniture, M. Harris 
& Sons, was established in 1868. It is 
believed that this firm holds the 
largest stock in the world, and it has 
for many years been the leading 
antique furmshing house on either side 
of the Atlantic, At present the head 
of the business is Mr, Robert Harris. 
a grandson of the founder, Mr. Moss 
Harris, who was a former President 
of the British Antique Dealers’ 
Association. 


No Business on the Sabbath 


Solomon J. Phillips was the son of 
Philip Phillips. a watch-maker from 
Haverfordwest. He established the 
now famous firm of S. J. Phillips in 
Bond Sireet in 1869. It is now carried 
on by his grandsons, Messrs. Richard 
and.

In 1865 Mr. Morris Wartski started 
his business in Bangor which was sub- 
sequently moved to Llandudno and 
London.

A. Kenneth Snowman, is the greatcst 
living authority on Fabergé and has 
published the definitive work on the 
subject.

CHANGING 
PATTERN 


IT must surely be some consolation 
to those who felt such bitter dis- 
appointment at the Israeli with- 
drawal from Sinai and Gaza to read 
the portents in the Middle East 
today. Ihe pattern of events has 
changed very considerably since last 
autumn, and there can be little 
doubt that this is largely, if not 
primarily, due to the Israeli victory 
over the Egyptians. Last autumn, 
Colonel Nasser was the dominating 
figure in the Middle East, proclaim- 
ing his intention of annihilating 
Israel and of establishing an 
Arab federation stretching from the 
Persian Gulf to the Atlantic Ocean. 
In the Middle East itself his 
influence was growing rapidly and 
only lraq appeared to have suffi- 
cient independence to steer a course 
of its own. Now there is a very 
different picture. As a direct result 
of Israel's military victory, and 
despite all the support which was 
given to him by the United States 
and the United Nations, Colonel 
Nassers status has been seriously 
lowered, and if circumstances had 
been different the world at large 
would give Israel credit for bringing 
a dangerous man to heel! 

The Israelis may consider it part 
of their victory that they have suc- 
ceeded in dividing the Arab world 
to an extent which has not been 
seen for a very long time. This 
does not mean that Arab hostility to 
Israel is any less, but at least it 
indicates an important diminution 
in the power of the Arab States to 
wage a concerted aitack on Israel 
As Nasser’s prestige has declined, 
so has Iraq's position improved 
Whereas a few months ago Jordan 
and Saudi Arabia were firmly in 
league with Egypi, now these two 
monarchies have shown a common 
disposition to join forces with 
the third monarchy, lraq, in defence 
of their own interests and in oppo- 
sition to those of Colonel Nasser. 
The suggestion of a united Arabia 
under Egyptian guidance apparently 
does not appeal to them. Perhaps 
the best indication of WNasser’s 
decline is seen in the position of 
Lebanon, which is_ the perfect 
weather-vane of Arab _ political 
opinion. Recent events in_ that 
country have made it clear that the 
strong tide of support for Colonel 
Nasser is on the ebb, and, of the 
Arab States, only Syria now 
remains in friendly alliance with 
Egypt. 

_ These changes, which, it should 
be emphasised, cannot be regarded 
as permanent, in view of the under- 
lying instability of the Arab States, 
have their effects also on the posi- 
tion of the Great Powers. With 
the decline of the Egyptian-Syrian 
axis has gone a lessening of the 
Russian influences which have sup- 
ported Colonel Nasser so strongly. 
Instead, the Baghdad Pact, which 
all but disintegrated at the time of 
the Suez affair, has been rein- 
vigorated and now has the support 
of the United States. Even British 
prestige in the Middle East, which 
seemed to be almost non-existent 
a few months ago, is registering 
some gains. In the British Note 
on the Middle East, which has just 
been delivered to the Soviet 
Government, it is clearly stated that 
the continuance of the Arab-Israeli 
dispute is the primary factor which 
“makes it impossible to achieve 
lasting peace, stability, and pros- 
perity in the area.” Perhaps the 
day 1s approaching when Britain 
may be able to exercise some 
influence on Nuri es Said, the 
Prime Minister of Iraq, which will 
help to bring the dispute to an end. 
Nuri es Said ts fond of proclaim- 
ing that his hatred of Zionism is no 
less than that of the other Arab 
leaders, but in practice he has 
always been a realist, and a realistic 
approach to the Arab-Israeli dis- 
pute will show him that it is better 
for the Arabs to come to terms with 
Israel than to force her into such 
a position that she has no option 
but to display her military prowess 


THE REAL TEST 


ALTHOUGH little really concrete 
has so far emerged to mark a 
change in Kremlin policy towards 
the Jewish minority in Russia, 4 
more promising atmosphere is 
apparently beginning to show itsell. 
Our Special Correspondent, who 
has had a chance to visit both 
Moscow and Leningrad, reports on 
another page that the feeling of fear 
and oppression which has domi- 
nated the Jewish population for 
some years is diminishing, especi- 
ally as regards religious activities. 
Jewish Orthodoxy, after so many 
years of what amounted to perse- 
cution, has survived——that is cer- 
tain—and is now actually showing 
a good deal of new vigour. The 
new Chief Rabbi of Moscow, whom 
our Correspondent interviewed, 
spoke optimistically of plans to 
open up a branch of the religious 
college in Tiflis, now called Tbilisi, 
in Georgia. If realised, this is 
bound to strengthen still further 
Jewish Orthodoxy in the U.S.S.R 
In Leningrad the Jewish commu- 
nity, we are told, is preparing to 
publish a new edition of the 
prayer-book—a  long-felt need 
Moreover, there is also much talk 
in Moscow of Starting a Yiddish 
weekly to enable the Jewish writers 


who have survived Stalin's purges 


to find an outlet for their creative 
talents. It should be recalled that 
last year Russian literary circles 
actually promised that a Yiddish 
paper would be restarted and that 
the. Government printing works 
had ample Yiddish type for such a 
project to be realised 


In themselves these ameliorations 
may appear small, especially against 
the sombre picture of the genera! 
situation of Russian Jewry painted 
in the series of articles by Dr. 
Raphael Mahler, a_ distinguished 
historian, the last of which is pub- 
lished in this week's issue. Per- 
haps more than anyone else Dr. 
Mahler has depicted the extent to 
which this great Jewish community 
suffered as a result of the Stalin 
terror. He has produced convinc- 
ing evidence that the Jewish 
minority is indeed the only one in 
the whole of the Soviet Union 
which has not yet really benefited 
from the great changes brought 
about mn Russia since the death of 
Stalin, 


It is an old trutsm that a coun- 
trys attitude to its Jewish citizens is 
the acid test of its level of tolerance 
and _ civilisation. The Jewish 
minority in Russia, numbering 
some three million, is only a tiny 
fraction of the two hundred 
million people living in the fifteen 
Soviet Republics. Nevertheless, 
they are a minority which has 
played an important part in the 
political and = industrial develop- 
ment of the Soviet Union, and the 
Kremlin attitude towards them will 
continue to be, in the eyes of the 
outside world, the real test of 
Russia’s civilisation as well as 


Soviet justice. 


BIRTHDAY HONOURS 


It 1s pleasing to find included in 
the Birthday Honours the names of 
several Jews who have not only 
made notable contributions to the 
common weal and public life but 
have also given devoted service to 
the Jewish community. The knight- 
hood conferred on Professor Isaiah 
Berlin, C.B.E., is the latest of many 
honours which have been deservedly 
bestowed on this distinguished 
Oxford scholar. Not only is he 
widely known for his eminent 
contributions to his own special 
field of learning but he has also 
taken a prominent part in Jewish 
affairs and has written cogently 
on Jewish topics. Only a fortnight 
ago we reported his appointment as 
Joint Chairman (together with Pro- 
fessor David Daube) of the newly 
formed Oxford University Hillel 
Foundation Committee. The Queen 
has also delighted to honour three 
distinguished Aldermen—all former 
Mayors of their respective Boroughs 
—by bestowing on each of them the 
O.B.E. Alderman Frederick Law- 
rence has been Mayor of- Padding- 
ton, while at the same time he has 
been active in philanthropic work 
for Israel. Alderman Sidney Rich 
has been Mayor of Wandsworth, 
and is Honorary Treasurer of the 
Union of Liberal and Progressive 
Synagogues. Alderman Emanuel 
Snowman has twice been Mayor of 
Hampstead, and is widely known 
for his zealous work for the Ham 
stead Synagogue and for the Zionist 
cause. . With these Met litan 


‘dignitaries it is particularly sant 


to associate the name of Mr. Joshua 
Hassan, M.V.O., the Mayor of 
Gibraltar, who has been awarded 
the C.B.E. Mr. Hassan, who is 
now serving his tenth term as head 
of the Municipality, is the Semior 
Elected Member of the Gibraltar 
Legislative Council. He is a former 
President of the Managing Board 
of the Gibraltar Hebrew Commu- 
nity and takes a leading part in all 
its activities. We joi in warm 
congratulations and good wishes to 
men who have so richly merited 
their new honours. 


BIBLICAL OPERA 


ARNOLD SCHOENBERG'S unfinished 
opera, “Moses und Aron,” last 
week received its first stage per- 
formance at the world festival of 
the International Society for Con- 
temporary Music at Ziirich. The 
universal acclaim which has greeted 
its production is. of exceptional 
interest in both its musical and 
Jewish aspects. Over a quarter of 
a century has now elapsed since this 
incomplete work was composed 
and six years since its composer's 
death. At one time Schoenberg 
was widely attacked for his ultra- 
modern innovations in music, and 
many critics venomously denounced 
his alleged Jewish radicalism. How- 
ever, his greatness has now become 
belatedly recognised by the whole 
world of music, and it ts particu- 
larly noteworthy that this opera 
which has now acquired  inter- 
national fame takes its inspiration 
from the ancient Hebrew Scriptures. 
The barbarous Nazi attack upon 
human culture and civilisation com- 
pelled Schoenberg to seek sanctuary 
in America, where, towards the end 
of his life, he became increasingly 
responsive to the influence of his 
Jewish heritage. Thus, his cantata, 
“ A Survivor. From Warsaw,” was 
composed in 1947 to his own text. 
It consists of music accompanying 
a spoken monologue, in which a 
Jew describes his confused 
memories of the mass slaughter in 
Warsaw, and it closes with a choral 
rendering of the Shema Yisrael. 
However, it now becomes apparent 
from. the earlier “ Moses und 
Aron” that Schoenberg had long 
been conscious of the inspiration to 


be derived from the Bible. The 


fact that he gave such a fresh 
meaning and living interpretation 
to the age-old spiritual message 
indicates his true Creative genius. 
Schoenberg’s twelve-tone technique 
and his own modernistic style may 
prove no less effective than the 
oratorios of Handel and Mendels- 
sohn in the musical rendering of 
Bivlical themes for the contem- 
porary world. And the operatic 
possibilities opened up by the 
Hebrew Scriptures are immense. It 
will be remembered that two years 
ago, when the world festival of 
the International Society for Con- 
temporary Music was held in Israel, 
the occasion was particularly 
notable because of the production 
of Darius Milhaud's Biblical opera, 
“David,” which specially 
written to commemorate the 3,000th 
anniversary of the foundation of 
Jerusalem by a great king and 
music-maker. 


LONDON CHOIR 


A WELL-DESERVED tribute was 
paid to Mr. Martin White, the 
Musical Director of the London 
Jewish Male Choir, at a farewell 
concert held last week. Mr. 
White is shortly leaving this country 
to settle in Israel, where he hopes 
to have the opportunity to improve 
the standard of choral singing in 
the State and later to tour the world 
with an Israeli Army choir. This 
promises to be a very notable con- 
tribution to the musical develop- 
ment of Israel by a British Jew 
who has already rendered great 
service to the cultural life of 
Anglo-Jewry. This London Jewish 
choir has established a widespread 
reputation for its fine singing. One 
of its outstanding triumphs was at 
the last Zimriya Festival in Israel, 
where it gained tremendous 
applause and was recognised as the 
“star” performer. And now that 
its conductor feels the call to con- 
tinue his musical work in Israel, the 
community will desire to express 
warm gratitude for his past leader- 
ship and to wish him every success 
in his future career. However, 
there is more than just this per- 
sonal factor involved. It would 
indeed be a calamity if Mr. White's 
departure were in any way to 
jeopardise the future existence of 
the choir. Every endeavour must 
be made to ensure that the fine 
cultural work of the London Jewish 
Male Choir continues to flourish. 


A SCHOENBERG PREMIERE 


Great Operatic Work

HE Jewish contribution to this 
years world festival of the 
International Society for Con- 
temporary Music at Zlirich was over- 
whelming. Not that this description 
could altogether be applied to the 
Israeli work, Roman Haubenstock- 
Ramanti’s Recitative and Aria for 
harpsichord and orchestra (1955), even 
though the 38-year-old composer has 
impressively developed since his 
“ Vocalises” heard at the Donaue- 
schingen Festival of Contemporary 
Music the other year. He now shows 
insistent inventiveness as well as 
refined acoustic realism of no mean 
order, but his rhythmic conscience is 
too easily satisfied by his adherence 
to ultra-modern theor.es, which, in 
themselves, do not offer any rhythmic 
life insurance. 
So far as instrumental music was con- 


cerned, the unquestionable masierpiece of 


the festival was our own Matyas Sciber's 
Concert Piece for violin and piano (1954), 
played by two Israelis now fesident in 
London, Eli Goren (violin) and Peter 
Wallfisch (piano). Though this easily 
accessible twelye-tonec work 1S really a 
virtuoso piece for the fiddle, it was the 
pianist who, on this occasion, gave the 
outsianding performance. 

What, however, prompied my opening 
remark was the firet stage performance 
of Schoenberg's two-act opera “ Moses 
und Aron,” under the Schoenberg expert, 
Hans Rusbaud. Kk is my cool—or al any 
rate cooled—submission that this event 
made June 6 into one of the crucial 
artistic days of the century, that 
* Moses” is in fact the greatest opera 
of our time. Schoenbera’s own text 
follows the Second Book of the Penta- 
teuch without literally adhering to it. 

“ Moses und Aron™ is a profoundly 
religious .work. It amounts to Schoen- 
herg’s Own reinterpretation of Judasm— 
a search he continucd right up to the 
day of his death (July 13, 1951), which 
put an end to his work os his “ Modern 
Psalms,” wherein the central ideas of the 
present opera are further developed. 
Moses himself stands for the principic 
of pure thought, which is incapable of 
concessions, incapable, therefore, of 
expression eapresvon itself is already 
a concession. Moses ts the one who 
fully understands God and truth and the

indivisibility of truth, but just because 
his undersianding is sO compleic he 
unable to communicate and it 
Aaron (a tenor, as distinct from the 
speaking Moses) whose task it is to 
interpret the revelation, to put it into 
words and transmute i into miracles:

Sirn,—One wonders why Sir Leon 
Simon is so sure that the use in the 
“Incidentally” column of “ Talmida 
Hacham ™ is wrong. He contends that 
the proper expression jis falm dat 
hacham, because its masculine form, 
talmid hacham, does not mean “a 
sage disciple” but “a sages 
disciple ; but, surely, the expression 
may grammatically bear both mean- 
ings equally. If the ‘expression is 


regarded as consisting of a noun and 


an adjective it can only mean “a 
sage disciple” and if it ts treated as 
being in the construct state if means, 
as Sir Leon suggests, “a sages 
disciple.” What authority, however, 
is there for the preference of the 
latter when both are linguistically 
correct ? 


Rash, it may be remembered, dealing 
with the expression of ebed ibri (Exodus 
xxi, 2), which also may be taken as 
noun and adrective and rendered, 
“ Hebrew sefvant,” or as being in the 
consiract state and translated, “a 
Hebrew's servant,” prefers, contrary to 
Sir Leon's preference, to regard it as a 
noun and adjective, and translates, “a 
Hebrew servant”: but, of course, the 
preference is not based on grammar but 
on halachic considerations.

name! We went in convoy, our 
Irends carrying defensive arms—a 
reminder of the neighbourliness of 


. Our neighbours only a few short kilo- 


metres away, At an Army post on 
the way out our arms were checked 
(as they are also on the road from 
Beersheba to Sdom on the Dead Sea). 
but, such is the spirit of the visitors 
as well as the residents, nobody seefns 
to worry at all about the heavy impli- 
cations behind such measures. HM is 
all part of the “ Wild West” pioneer- 
ing atmosphere that permeates every- 
thing and everyone. 

The illusion of the Wild West 
frontier is fantastically supported by 
the appearance of the young men, and 
the few young women, and their sur- 
roundings in this improbable town. 
much more than one used to feel it 
in Beersheba. , In the bright warmth, 
over dusty tracks, they lope along. 
tough-looking, determined, deeply sun- 
burned, many with pistols at their 
hips or rifles slung over their 
shoulders. There are already some 
modern-looking buildings, but there 
are also the earliest compound, round 
three sides of a small square, con- 
taining the original doctor's house. the 
original “ hotel,” a one-storey saloon- 
like edifice, and the original fisher- 
mens whitewashed houses, all struck

car or. even by bus, but it's a long 
and tiring journey and, unless you are 
staying overnight or longer, it doesn't 
eve you much time at your destina- 
Lon.) 

the ‘plane sweeps out over the 
coast near Tel Aviv and follows the 
shore line south for some miles before 
swinging in. again, until Beersheba is 
sichfed and the Negev proper begins. 
The northerly green fields give way to 
the harsh brown convolutions of bare, 
crinkled hill and desert, a green kib- 
hbutz occasionally showing up vividly 
or lines of shrub indicating the run 
of the wadis. .From time to time one 
spots the snaking road down below, 
with a few vehicles moving quickly 
along. In a short time the cluster of 
buildings which compose the township 
of Elath come into view, on the edge 
of the beautiful blue water of the sea, 
set in a semi-circle encompassed by 
the forbidding hills which stretch east- 
wards and southwards down Jordan 
aod Saudi Arabia. RK almost looks, 
from the air, as though the Jordanian 
iownlet of Aqaba and the British 
comp there are part of Elath, so close 
are they. A flash of wings over the 
sparkling water, and we turn jnwards 
'o settle gently on the short runway 
of Elath airport. 


A Future “ Riviera ” 

All the apparatus of tourism has not 
vet reached Elath, but it is fast making 
its way, and one day, apart from the 
serious business of port facilities, it 
ought to become a magnificent 
“ Riviera.” As you walk off the tiny 
virfield—about twenty yards seems to 
do the trick-—you are met by 
“guides” who promptly offer their 
services. The alternatives are to have 
irends waiting for you or to be on 
some sort of official. mission. But 
whatever the approach, the method of 
progress for sightseeing is the same: 
cep or tender, depending on the 
number in the party. You hire your 
vehicle and you put yourself into the 
competent hands of the driver/s. 
here are, let it be said at once, more 
comfortable ways of travelling, and 
anyone. who covers, say, sixty or 
Seventy kilometres over obscure desert 
‘racks at fast speed sitting on a plank 
‘cat in the back of a tender will not 
need another liver-shaker for some 
days to come. “Hard class” in 
Russia twenty years ago was luxury 
>y comparison. But the journey is 
worth it, and even more. 

The friend who met us decided that 
the best plan would be to leave Elath 
‘self til the end of our visit. First 
we must drive out the tweniy kilo- 
metres or so to Timna to see “the

mon. What romance, what entrancing

Conditions 
in general, of course, are primitive, as 
you may sample jf you happen to miss 
the lunch laid on for you at the King 
Solomon Hotel (as we did) and have 
to ¢at at a local café supplying “ hot 
dogs” in thick hunks of Arab-style 
bread, washed down by gazoz or beer. 
or tea of a sort. 


King Solomon’s Mine 


‘But we were going to Timna. Our 
small convoy of two tenders and a jcep 
jolted north along a sandy = road, 
through the narrow desert plain 
bounded at some distance to the cast 
by the gaunt Jordanian hills and to 
the west. quite closely, by a series of 
low bluffs, whose approaches were 
obstructed by fallen rock and hardy 


scrub. Here and there were signs of 


life—military life as a rule ; that small 


camp in a hill fold, for instance, if 


you were good at guessing, you 


believed to be the site of an intensive 
Army “assault” course; but once 
we saw also a graceful little gazelle, 
which gazed over its shoulder at us 
for two seconds before bounding into 


concealment again among the rocks. 
In the lea of low hnHs we came upon 


the administrative encampment of the 


copper-mines, and thence it was a 
few minutes’ ride uphill to the instal- 
lation itself. On the way, however, 
we were diverted for a short time to 
inspect the large, deep hole in the 
ground, about fifteen feet by six, 
which js the site of an original copper 
mine of King Solomon, from which 
galleries run for some distance under- 
ground. Then, with a certain amount 
of bucking and finesse in driving, our 
tender reached the top of a hill, which 
was flanked by a tall watch-tower 
manned continuously by an armed 


guard, 
We were met by the manager, who 
explained in detail the layout of the 


copper crushing and refining system, 
whose series of large ore and acid 
vats, pipes, channels, etc., lay. spread 
out panoramically below us. This 
was our first view of the intense 
development that is going on in the 
Elath region. The souvenir-hunter will 
be interested to learn that the whole 
area is strewn with pieces of the 
typical greenish rock, copper ore, 
which can be had for the picking up. 
(There is at present a. roaring trade

‘green .“ Elath stone.”) Production at 


these works is now on the move, all 
the equipment is in position, and it 
is hoped by next year that refining 
of up to 80 per cent purity will be 
done locally, the end product. copper 
cement, about 7.000 tons annually, 
being sent abroad for the final electro- 
lytic processing into 99 per cent pure 
copper. 

From the mines we struck off into 
still more rugged country, rocky and 
picturesque, Green copper streaked 
into red sandstone cliff-like forma- 
tions. with occasional white, presum- 
ably limestone, showing up dazzlingly. 
Nature has played queer tricks with 
the rocks, and one stratified clump. 
which is specially pointed out, looks 
for all the world. from certain angles. 
like a great Sphinx. Suddenly, as 
though they have been abruptly 
spiralled out of the hot sands by a 
massive whirling hand, the “ Pillars 
of' Solomon” come into view. high, 
rounded sandstone columns jutting out 
like the posts of a giant gate leading 
into the cliffs behind them. 

Not far away is the rocky “ Hill of 
the Slaves,” reckoned by Dr. Nelson 
Glueck, the archeologist, to be the 
site of an encampment where slaves 
were employed in smelting copper. It 
iS a warm and scratchy climb up an 
ill-defined steep “path” to the top 
(the downward journey has to be 
done in parts by turning round to 
find the footholds, as though descend- 
ing a ladder). A saucer-like plateau 
at the top—easy to guard with only 
four sentinels—reveals considerable 
evidence of the activity carried on 
there thousands of ‘years ago: 
numberless pieces of copper slag still 
litter the ground. | 


Modern Buildings 


We drove back to Elath and toured 
the town. “Toured” is perhaps an 
eXageeration—at any rate, we gazed 
upon the various important places. 
which include some very modern 
buiidings as well as some not quite 
so modern. That is one of the 
remarkable things about Israel: 
unexpectedly, in the most barren 
places, you come upon an erection 
that would do credit to the architec- 
tural imagination of a _ highly 
developed Sweden or California. No 
doubt the town-planners have 
reckoned how these occasional build- 
ings are going to fit into future plans! 
Here at Elath is the town’s central 
building. a spacious hall, the Philip 
Murray Centre. modernistic to a 
degree, the hub of municipal activity. 
Not far away is a modern bungalow 
house, set in a garden. begun by a 
private individual as a natural history 
museum for the locality and now 


maintained as such. There is a 
coleonnaded soldiers’ home. near the 
shore is a large new hotel-hostel being 
erected by the Histadrut; and at 
another point along the beach is an 
amusing circular thatched hut, with 
matting screens, which looks as 
though it has come straight out of 
the Belgian Congo. As a matter of 
fact, it has been built by a Belgian. 


who claims it is the ideal form of 
dwelling for the climate. 


Along the front of the tiny port, 


facing Aqaba, are quaysides and 
a jetty, in process of extension. 
Moored to them were two Israeli 
frigates, and a number of fishing-boats 
and launches rode at anchor near by. 
Sailors from the frigates swam in the 
incredibly translucent water among 
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Entrance to the Philip Murray Centre, the approach to which has been 
planted with 


exotic striped and barred fish of all 
shapes and sizes. 

| have kept my French frend a 
long time from his swim! At last 
we decided to go into the water our- 
selves. Our driver took us along a 
very bumpy track in the foothills 
along the shore, passing the oil-tanks 
which have been built into the hill- 
side, and from which the eight-inch 
pipeline proceeds to Beersheba 
(There is much local pride jn this and 
talk of the 16-inch and even the 32- 
inch pipes which will, “in the not- 
so-distant future.” take the same 
route.) We stopped at one poimt for 
a glance across the bay at the cleft 
in the mountains which denotes the 
border between Jordan and Saudi 
Arabia. and then southwards below 
us to where Sinai lay. In a few 
minutes we reached the spot chosen 
by our driver, where only one burly 
man tramped contemplatively along 
the hot pebbled strand, greeting us 
with a brief “ Shalom.” En route 
from the town we had picked up 
bathing trunks for these who had not 
brought any with them, and we hired 
“snorkels” and flippers for under- 
water use from a young lady who 


had answered the honk of our horn 
outside her door and whom our guide 
addressed as “ Brooklyn.” “ She 
comes from there,” he said in expla- 
nation, “ and'‘she’s fallen in love with 
Elath.” 

A quick change on the shore behind 
the tender and we were ready for our 
swim—with shoes on, except for those 
wearing the clumsy flippers, until the 
water was reached. I! had heard with 
some incredulity of those beaches 
where the stones were hot enough to 
fry eggs on; I am not so incredulous 
now. Then into the blessedly cool- 
warm water, almost waveless, the 
myriad coloured pebbles, shells, fish, 
and coral making glorious moving 
patterns on the sea bottom. My 
Frenchman dived fifteen feet down for 


palm trees 


a coral clump, whose root was white 
but whose several spiky sprigs were 
tipped with a beautiful deep pink. 
Strictly, we were told, it is illegal to 
take such souvenirs. It ts not. only 
illegal. it is a little unwise, unless you 
have a strong stomach or a weak nose 
and can beat the msisten. pervading 
fishy smell of coral newly taken from 
the water. (1 have another friend who 
spent a whole Sunday boiling a large 
bunch of coral to get rid of the over- 
powering odour, but at the end of 
several hours it still smelt like a fish- 
mongers shop when he's cleaning out 
after a busy Saturday.) I compro- 
mised, and collected a few small 
pieces on the shore, already dried out 
and deodorised by a benevolent sun. 
Sharks in the Gulf of Aqaba ? To 
tell you the truth, we never gave such 
a matter a thought. 

‘Planes to Lydda, unfortunately, 
don't wait, any more than time or 
tide, so we reluctantly left the water, 
sunbathed on the shore for as long 
—ten minutes or thereabouts-——as it 
took for the sun to dry us, scrambled 
into our clothes, and caught the last 
afternoon ‘plane back with about two 
minutes to spare. [COPYRIGHT 


N their talks with Jewish Com-

The opposite of that conclusion is 
the truth. The Jewish problem in the 
Seviet Union has not been solved at 
all, and this contrast between the 
official declaration and reality is at 
the root of the jumble of contradic- 
tions in which Soviet policy towards 
the Jews has been involved. 

First and foremost we have to con- 
sider the economic aspect of the 
Jewish problem in the Soviet Union. 
Strangely enough, the Soviet leaders, 
who in all matters of philosophy and 
sociology adhere to the Marxist theory 

about economic life being the basis 
of -hruman society, fail. even fo.men-

tion any socio-economic factor when 
it comes to the Jews. Yet the 


economic life of the Jews in the Soviet. 


Union bristles with grave difficulties 
which entail complications to Sovict 
society, not to speak of the situation 
of the Jewish community self. 

With the absolute disappearance of 
agriculture from their economic life 
and the decrease of the number of 
manual workers among them, it is 
only natural that the trend of the Jews 
toward the occupations of officials, 
clerks, and intellectuals has become 
more pronounced than ever before. 
Yet thes trend comes ever more in 
conflict with the limited objective 
possibilities. The posts to which Jews 
aspire are being more and more filled 
by the national majority—the 
Russians, Ukrainians, White Russians, 
etc.. thanks to their urbanisation and 
the rise of their culture. The result 
is an impasse in the economic develop- 
ment of Soviet Jewry. While the way 
to manual work is psychologically 
even more difficult for the present 
Jewish generation than it was for 
former shopkeepers and traders, the 
road of social advance is ever narrow- 
ing. This in turn leads inevitably to 
a process of class lowering, the signs 
of which are already quite visible. 
According to unofficial reports, the 
number of Jews occupied in small 
trade as kiosk-keepers and the like 
has become qitite conspicuous in the 
Soviet Union. 

The congestion of Jews in non- 
manual work and in the professions 
has necessarily caused an increase of 
anti-Jewish animosities and  anti- 
semitism among large spheres of the 
general Soviet population. The 
remnants of anti-Jewish sentiments, 
which survived the revolution and 
which were fomented by the venomous 
agitation of the Nazis @uring their 
invasion, have become more prom: 
nent. and widespread. by social envy 


and national groupings. Instead of 
counteracting those trends by an ener- 
getic and. systematic policy. of 
enlightenment, the Soviet State and the 
Party authorities. have embarked. on 
a very rmsky pohcy of appeasement. 
While they are fully conscious of the 
socio-political nature of antisemitism, 
they believe they can arrest the tide 
by resorting to an officially adeontted 
system of quotas in regard to Jews 
in various branches of Government 
service and—according to many yet 
unconfirmed reports—even to a system 
of numerus clausus in institutions of 
higher learning. 


Loyalty Doubted 


Moreover, a certain measure of 
distrust of the Jews in regard to their 
loyalty is admitted by’ the Soviet 
leader Khruschev. In his talk with 
J. B. Salsberg, of Canada, he justified 
Stalin’s fear of a renewal of. the 
colonisation of Jews in Crimea, lest 
they assisted enemies of the State in 
the event of a war. -Both distrust and 
quota-system may account for ‘the 
obvious fact that the number of Jews 
in Soviet diplomatic service has shrunk 
to a minimum. This seems to con- 
firm the reports that Soviet Jews are 
practically barred from entering the 
School of Diplomats. 

The Jewish question, according {o 
the official theory, has been solved in 
the Soviet Union because Jews have 
ceased to constitute a nationality and 
have been fully integrated into the 
body. of the _ respective national 
majority. How, then, can one justify 
a system of national quota in regard 
to those who are recognised as 
Ukrainians. Russians, White Russians, 
etc? Why. then, should Jewish 
nationality be marked at all in the 
passport of a Jewish citizen ? Tt must 
he either one or.the other: if Jews 
are still Jews for certain purposes. it 
follows inevitably that they have not 
yet been assimilated.

The inter-availability of burial 
rights was discussed by Mr. Harvey

unbearable. He was happy to report. 
however, that negotiations had taken 


place between the society and burial 
organisations in Manchester, and a con- 
ference would be convened shorily, when 
a plan for the inter-availability of burial 
rigits would be discussed. 

Mr. Norton said that the society had 
now a membership of 2.600 families 
which was double the number m 1940. 
when their income was £1,727 Last 
year’s income reached the highesi 
in the history of the socieiy Thev had 
a }00 per cent membership in the Gill-

Sin,—My attention has been drawn 
to a statement at the bottom of 
column two, on page five, of your 
publication of May 24 (sub-heading 
Jewish Tribunal), 


As long ago as March, 1956, the Lon- 
den Chamber of Commerce fefused to 
countenance or (o take any pari in regula- 
tions of the Arab States requiring 4 
declaration that directors, employees, of 
sharcholders of British were 
or were not Jews. Kt refused to take 
any pert in this declaration on the 
ground that this was an attempt to dis- 
criminate against British subjects on 
account of their race or rchgion. 

The Chamber was then asked by the 
Angio-Isracl Chamber of Commerce to 
go very much further than this, and to 
urge its members to refuse to make 
declarations required by the Arab Siates 
that they did not own an auxilary of 
fitting workshop in Isracl; that they did 
not have agenis general or head offices 
for the Middle East in Isracl; that they 
did not concede to firms in Israel the 
right to use their names, eic. 

All British firms, regardless of race or 
religion, are asked by the Arab States to 
make these declarations 

In these circumstances the Council of 
this Chamber decided thai iPecy must ave 


the decision to the members as to 
whether or not they were prepared to 
make the declarations. That was. ard 
sill is. the decision of the London 


Chamber of Commerce.

Trade with Jews 


On January 15 this year the Chamber 
sent a circular to Hs rs_ informing 
them that the Office of the High Com- 
missioner for Pakistan had then received 
the necessary authority to enable that 
office (o visa invoices covering consign- 
menis to Saudi Arabia after the invoice 
had first been attested by the Chamber, 
and reproducing a notice received from 
the High Commission in full. In that 
notice the High Commission set out the 
conditions upon which the Saudi Arabian 
Government had authorised it to legalise 
invoices. Those conditions included the 
making of declarations as set out above. 
The notice sent out by the Chamber was 
purely factual. 

The position, therefore, is that the 
Chamber has completed its function 
when it has attested its members 
invoices, Whether thereafter the Pakistan 
High Commission will be prepared to 
legalise them depends on the willingness 
or otherwise of the shipper to make the 
declarations required by the Arab Slates. 
In this further stage in the proceedings 
the Chamber plays no part whatever. 

From the foregoing you will, | am 
sure, appreciate that the statements made 
in your publication of May 24 concern- 
ing this Chamber are quite imaccurate. 
1 must. therefore, ask that the serious 
damage which have already done to 
the Chamber shall be rectified so far as 
this is possible by the publication of 
this Jeter in full in a prominent place.

_conecniration is lax” (my italics). 


There is Only one solution to this very 
difficult problem, viz.: wherever i is 
possible we must have Jewish day schools.

DEAD SEA SCROLLS 
English Translation 


The Scriptures of the Dead Sea Sect. 
By THeopor H. Gaster. Secker and 
Warburg. 30s. (Paper-back, 10s. 6d.)

Since the Dead Sea documents were 
first found seholars have been busy 
debating the many problems to which 
they have given rise. For the lay- 
man, however, it has not been casy 
to discover what they are all about. 
with the publication of Dr. Gaster's 
hook he is now enabled for the first 
ume to read a complete translation of 
all the original Hebrew texts which 
have so far been published, with the 
exception of the Biblical manuscripts 
and mere fragments. 

The documents, which, Dr. Gaster 
helieves, were composed al various 
times between c. 170 B.C.B. and 68 CE. 
which represent the _ religious 
repertoire of the Essene Brotherhood, 
are accompanied by introductions and 
notes. and are convemently grouped 
under descriptive headings. Thus. 
under “The Service of God” are 
erouped the Manual of Discipline, the 
Jadokite Decument, and a Formulary 
of Blessings; under “The Praise of 
God.” hymns psalms; under 
“ The Word of God.” the Oration of 
Moses, and Commientarics on Micah, 
Nahum, Habakkuk, and Psalm xxxvii-: 
and under “The Triumph of God,” 
the War Sere, a Manual of Dis- 


cipline for the Puture Congregation of © 


Isracl, the Covenant, and the 
Coming Doom. 


Ancient Documents 


In an appendix are included some 
more recently discovered documents— 
Memoirs of thé Patriarchs, Commen- 
tary on Isaiah, and texts relating to 
the Messianie era. Bibliographies, 
with critical comments, are supplied - 
there is a helpful analytical index of 
‘he major themes and concepts which 
appear in the documents, and a full 
index of Biblical quotations and 
parallels. 

The translations, wich have been 


made direct from facsimiles and not 


from published transcriptions, form 
the c.wtral feature of the work, for 
t is Dr. Gaster’s aim to. allow the 
documents to speak for themscives 
rather than to emter the current con- 
‘roversy about them. In his introduc- 
non he is accordingly content to 
orovide only so much background 
material as i necessary to make the 
documents intelligible to the reader. 
\fter a review of the basic beliefs and 
institutions of the sect, Dr. Gaster 
turns to what he calls “the burning 


question,’ namely, do the Scrolls 
restore to us a long-lost forerunner 
of Christianity ? To this question he 
answers “ Yes” and “ No “—“ Yes” 
in the sense that “they furnish a 
picture of the religious and cultural 
climate in which John the Baptist con- 
ducted his mission and in which Jesus 
was initially reared”: “No” in the 
sense that “what we have in these 
documents is, as it were, but the rude 
clay as yet unmoulded by Christian 
hands” (page 21f). What the docu- 
ments do is to recover for us “ the 
backdrop of the stage on which the 
first act of the Christian drama was 
performed ” (page 12), and it is in this 
fact that their main interest lies. 

Examples of the affinities between 
the thought and language of the Dead 
Sea documents and that of the New 
Testament are cxamined, and a com- 
parison of them with the Epistle of 
James is seen to be especially illumi- 
nating. Parallels between the organi- 
sation of the Sect and that of the 
primitive Christian Church, too, come 
in for consideration. Dr. Gaster puts 
things in a right perspective when he 
goes on to point out that parallels to 
many things in the Dead Sea docu- 
ments can equally be found in the 
Apocrypha and Pseudepigrapha of the 
Old Testament. in the earher strata 
of the Talmud. as well as in the 
ancient doctrines of such sects as the 
Mandzans of Iraq and Iran and 
the Samaritans. 


Literary Style 


Dr. Gaster inteads to publish later 
his detailed no‘es. which will explain 
the principles and technical basis of 
his translations. Scholars will look 
forward with keen anticipation to their 
appearance. For the present we may 
be grateful for this book. [It com- 
mends itself in many ways-——-by the 
excellence of the translations ; by the 
many suggestions of great interest-—a 
notable example is the suggestion that 
the title “ Teacher of Righteousness 
(better “true exponent of the Law”) 
refers to an office held at different 
times by different persons; by its 
restraint: and by its distinguished 
literary stvic. Behind all lies scholar- 
ship of a high order and a wide range. 

Dr. Gaster’s book should do much 
to dissipate some of the current mis- 
conceptions as to what the Dead Sea 
documents do and do not Say, and 
for this reason alone it is to be hoped 
that it will be widely used. His book 
joins company with Millar Burrows s 
“The Dead Sea Scrolls” as the two 
best books so far for laymen on these 
ancient documents. 


THE DREYFUS CASE 


My Seeret Diary of the Dreyfus 
Case. BY MAURICE PALEOLOGUE. 
Secker and Warburg. 215.

The author ef this book, who diced 
in 1944, was a distinguished member 
of the French Foreign Ministry. Un- 
fortunately his “Secret Diary” not 
only tells us ndthing which we did not 
know before but is in addition ¢xas- 
perating to a degree in that M. Paleo- 
logue hints that there was another 
principal actor in this sinister drama, 
a high officer in the French Army, 
whose name is never divulged. The 
author was a representative of the Quai 
d'Orsay in practically all the labyrin- 
thic intrigues that qigfPacterise this case 
from the beginning to the end, acting 
also im that capacity at the Rennes 
Court Martial which added a final biot 
to the infamy of the whole proceed- 
ings. What is interesting about the 
Diary is the manner in which M. 
Paleologue, who makes no secret of 
the fact that he is not pro-Jewish, 
eradually realised the iniquity of the 
accusations and became converted to 
a belief in the innocence of Captain 
Dreyfus. 

Why does the Dreyfus case occupy 
sO prominent a position not only in 
judicial but in world history ? Inno- 
cent men—the name of Oscar Slater 
comes immediately to one’s mind— 
have been convicted before and will 
no doubt be convicted again. But 
this case had certain features which 
make it stand out as peculiarly 
Sinister and significant. It. was, of 
course, to be regretted, but that is not 
a matter which he could have rectified, 
that Captain Dreyfus possessed so 
unsympathetic a personality. Why 
this case is unique is because from 
the very beginning there was no 
evidence of any kind to charge 
Captain Dreyfus with any crime. 
What there was, was so completely 


futile that it had to be supported, if. 


that is the right term, by documents 
which were not only not shown to the 
defence but subsequently shown to 
be forgeries and net worth the paper 
they were written on. The French 
Army, supported. by the Government, 
rejected no efforté to invent evidence 


which kept Captain Dreyfus in a 


living hell, and made use of every 
device to prevent the. truth from 
coming out, even to sending Colonel 
Picquart to what they hoped would 
be his death. 


The corruption in the French Army, 
the degradation of the word honour, 
the utter indifference to human suffer- 
ing, all these combined to make this 
case a monument of infamy. These 
were pointers on the way to the even- 
tual destruction of the Freach military 
tradition which was seen in both the 
First and Second World Wars. 


To the Jewish people the case has 
deep significance. It was the match 
which set aflame the smouldering 
feelings of Theodor Herzl against 
antisemitism, and made him warn his 
coreligionists against feelings of com- 
placency and safety even in such a 
civilised community as France. The 
Drevfus case is\ therefore to be 
regarded as in some respects the 
turning point jn Herzl’s decision to 
create that movement which led even- 
tually, through many years of trial! 
and error, to the creation of the State 
of Israel. It showed the length to 
which antisemitism will go, for it can- 
not be too often emphasised that the 
main reason for selecting Dreyfus as 
the victim was that he was a Jew, and 
not a shred of evidence was in 
existence against him. It is a dreadful 
warning and must be accepted and 
remembered as such, and for this 


reason the publication of a book, 
which is - largely repetitious, is 
justified.

BIBLE LESSONS 


Gateways to the Sidra and the 
Festivals. By S. M. Lenrman, United 
Synagogue Welfare Committee.

This is a good book with a useful 


purpose, Within recent years the 
number of special services for 
children and youth has greatly 


mecreased, and it has become essential 
to offer guidance to the many teachers 
and non-rabbinic leaders who are in 
charge of such services. The Welfare 


- Committee of the United Synagogue, 


which is responsible for the majority 
of these youthful congregations, 
invited Rabbi Dr. Lehrman to prepare 
a handy collection of sermonettes 
from which the service leader can 
choose a theme for a suitable talk 
based on the weekly reading of the 
Torah. Dr. Lehrman has been able 
to draw upon his long experience as 
a preacher to produce an extremely 
attractive miscellany of talks which 
ought to be an adequate guide for 
anyone in charge of these services. 

The book contains four short 
sermon outlines for each Sidra and 
major Festival, and one for each of 
the special Sabbaths and minor 
calendrical occasions. The lessons 
chosen by Dr. Lehrman are largely 
based on well-known Midrashic 
material and traditional homiletical 
teachings, so that, through these ser- 
monettes, the young congregants can 
absorb in their own environment 
some of the best ideas of the Jewish 
pulpit. 

The United Synagogue is to be 
congratulated on this welcome 
venture into the field of Jewish educa- 
tional publication and should feel 
encouraged to continue with this use- 
ful work. In the field of talks for 
children alone there should be 
immediate further scope, since, how- 
ever important is the Sidra of the 
week, it would be very sad if the resi 
of the Bible were ignored, even in 
children's services. 

Perhaps one small critical word will 


not be amiss. More care should 
have been taken with the proof 
reading. Unfortunately. the present 


book contains nearly twenty errors 
in the Hebrew and English text. 


PURITANISM 


The Puritan Tradition in English 
Life. By Joun Maritowe. Cresser 
Press. 16s.

One of the enigmas of history. 
which still remains as a complicating 
factor in the international scene. lies 
in the unpredictable quality of the 
British people. It is hardly surprising 
that they are so often misunderstood 
by foreign nations (as well as them- 
Selves), that they have been accused 
of hypocrisy, branded as Philistines. 
despised as a nation of shopkeepers! 
For few people have studied the 
mmmense influence exerted on them 
by Puritanism, with its curious blend 
of the spiritual and the material. 
though this tradition perhaps more 
than any other supplies the key to the 
national character, 


The present book gives a penetrat- | 


ing analysis of the Puritan creed, as 
it may well be called, and shows how 
it has affected the thought and 
behaviour of great sections of the 
population from the time of its incep- 
tion up to the present day. The 
complex motives which operated to 
produce the Puritan mentality are laid 
bare with engaging but relentless 
candour, 


Paradoxical Attitude 


With great skill and in a_ livels 
epigrammatic style the author has 
exposed the paradox in the Puritan 
mentality which has vitally affected 
the English way of life. He shows, 
for instance, how, in spite of. its 
austere, uncompromising spirit, it has 
done much to endow the English 
character with its taste for compro- 
mise. He traces its effect. on the 
English attitude towards morality, 
recreation, the fine arts, and education. 
particularly as exemplified in the 
Public School system. He concludes 
with its failure to interpret nature in 
terms of the spirit, owing to its Cal- 
vinistic origins and preoccupation with 
“ Original Sin,” and its decline in an 
age which treats the problem of human 
relations in psychological terms. 

There is one curious omission in a 
book which deals so fully with its 
subject. Reference is constantly made 
to the veneration felt by the Puritans 
for the Old Testament. but there is no 
mention of the readmission of the 
jews to this country through Puritan 
influence. Yet the two are closely 
linked and show that the characteristic 
intolerance of the Puritan mind was 
not always applied in practice. What 
the author does make clear, however, 
is the close affinity between the 
Puritan outlook and the religious 
ethos of Israci, and it is this which 
has enabled the Jewish community to 
identify itself so happily with the 

ople of this country. The book will 
be greatly enjoyed by the pubiic in 


general, but it will have this special 
appeal for the Jewish reader. :

Please do not think that all our 
lewish musicians came from Continen-

horn in Canterbury in 1792. He was 
studying for the opera but his voice 
proved to be too weak for the Slage 
md he became a musical composer 
and also instructor, Among his pupils

was Princess Charlotte, daughter of 
the Regemt. Nathan became historian 
of music to him when he reigned as 
George IV. Nathan is also known 
as having set to music the poct 
Byron's “ Hebrew Melodies” in 1815. 
and the volume is dedicated to his 
pupil, the young Princess Charlotte. 

John Braham also took a smal) part 
in the preparations of Byron's 
Hebrew Melodies.” in 1774. 
he was originally a choir boy at 
Duke's Place Synagogue in London. 
Under the teaching of the great Leoni, 
another English Jewish musician, he 
made such great progress in his 
Studies that he became the leading 
English opera singer of his day. It 
is Said that as he refused to sing on 
Friday evenings, other operas were 
then selected in which he dic not have 
the leading réle. One of his nnst 
famous operas was “The English 
Fleet.” of which he composed the 
entire music and sang the principal 
part. 

In the more recent times we must 
mention Sir Frederic Cowen, a famous 
composer and conductor. and Sir 
Lamon Ronald, who was Principal of 
the Guildhall Schgol of Music in 
London. 

Pianists and Violinists 

Some of the greatest plavers, 
piamsts, and violinists of the present 
age are Jewish. One can think. for 
instance, of Rubinstem, Huberman, 
Solomon, and Dame Myra Hess 
among the pranists; and Mischa 
Elman, Jascha Heifetz, and Yehudi 
Menuhin among the violinists 

Sir Landon Ronald's father, Henry 
Russell, is famous for the air “ Cheer. 
Boys Cheer,” that is plaved by drum 
and fife when a regiment goes abroad. 
and his “Life on the Ocean Wave.” 
which jis the authorised march of the 
Roval Marines. Charles Kensington 
Salaman’s setting for Psalm xxii is 
sung jn Westminster Abbey. 

Before I end I must remind you that 
other great names in music wefe those 
of men of Jewish origin or descent. 
I refer to Mendelssoha and to Johann 
Strauss (father and son). It was the 
gifted son who composed that worid- 
renowned waltz, “ The Blue Danube.” 
So many names | would like to men- 
tion, but | expect you can add to my 
list from your own studies. 


THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


COUNTING THE 
YEARS 


When you look at a Jewish calendar 
you will notice that the current year 
is numbered 5717 This 
figure is based on a calculation made 
some 1.700 years ago fixing the date 
when the world was created, and it is 
called “the Era of the Creation of 
the World.” Up te the time of King 
Solomon, the exodus from Eeypt was 
the most widely accepted Israclite era. 
During the period of the Divided 
Kingdom, its inhabitants counted their 
years according to the reigns of the 
kings of Isracl and Judah. After she 
return of the Jewish exiles from Baby- 
lonia in 537 #.c.e.,. they arranged their 
dates accofding to the reigns of the 
Persian kings. Later on the Jews 
counted their years in accordance with 
the so-called Scleucid era, which began 
in 312 when Seleucus. one of 
the generals of Alexander the Great. 
gained power over a ereat area of 
the Middle East. This cra was very 
widely used and was current among 
the Yemenite Jews almost down to 
our own time. When the Tempie was 
destroyed in 70 C.&. it became custom- 
ary to count the years from that sad 


event. That era. too. has been widely 
used down to our own dav. In 
addition, attempts were made from 


time to time to count according to 
the jubilees (50-year periods) since the 
time of the Israclite settlement in the 
Promised Land. The most popular 
lewish era is that of the Creation of 
the World. which has for many cen- 
turies been used by nearly all Jews.

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PLAN TO DEPORT JEWS 


Stalin’s Vicious Scheme | 


From a Correspondent 


A new version of the circumstances 
surrounding Stalin's death, linking it 
with the alleged “ Doctors’ Plot” and 
a plan to deport thousands of 
Russian Jews to Siberia, is now 
circulating abroad. 

According to this version, which first 
appeared in a Paris evening paper, 
France Som. a month before his death 
m March, 1953. Stalin announced his 
plan for the deportation of hundreds of 
thousands of Jews to concentration camps 
which had been prepared near the 
Chinese border. He disclosed this vicious 
scheme at a mecting of the Russian 
Poluburo. and when opposed by Marshal 
Voroshilov, now the Sovict President. he 
flew into a hysterical rage which caused 
his first stroke. On hearing Stalin's anii- 
Jewish plan. Marshal Voroshilov is 
Slated to have taken out his Party card 
from his pocket and thrown it on the 
tabiz. saving that he would not remain a 
member of the Party if this barbaric 
measure against the Jews were carried 
out.

Stalin became very anery. blood rushed 
to his tace, and he fell backwards to the 
floor behind his desk. 

The head of the Secret Police. Beria. 
thinking Stalin dead, performed what ts 


described as “a veritable Red Indian 
war dance.” shouting: “ Now, at last, 
the tyrant is dead.” 


Stalin, it will be recalled, recovered 
from this stroke, but died a month later. 

There have been several versions of 
the circumstances of Stalin's death. 
While the truth may never be established, 
this new story may have some clements 
of probability, especially if one takes 
imto account that, in the last months of 
his rule, the Russian dictator suffered 
from a strong anti-Jewish mania. which 
culminated in the accusations against 
Jewish doctors. a wave of antisemitic 
feeling in the U.S.S.R.,. and the rupture 
of diplomatic relations with Israel. 

The foreign press, which has given 
the story much prominence. claims that 
the account of Stalin's stroke was given 
to a Pols journalist by Mr. Ponomaren- 
ko, the Russian Ambassador in Warsaw. 
As a former member of the Politburo 
Mr. Ponomarenko was in close touch 
with the Kremlin and held important 
posts at the time of Stalin's death. What 
is somewhat inexplicable is the reason 
prompting him to disclose these details 
at the present time. One reason given 
is that he might have been anxious to 
counter accusations that the present 
rulers in Russia are antisemitic, and to 
show that [Marshal Voroshilov at least 
had defended Russian Jews and saved 
them from deportation.

MIGRATION TO AUSTRALIA

Negotiations with Ajex in London 
on the migration to Australia of 
Jewish ex-Servicemen and their 
families were reported by Mr. Mark 
Goldstein, the retiring President, at 
the recent annual meeting here of the 
New South Wales Association of 
Jewish ex-Service Men and Women. 

Mr Goldstein announced that several 
Angio-Jewish ex-Servicemen and their 
families are at present awaiting transport 
facilities to Australia. 

Mr. Goldstein said that Ajex head- 
quarters in London had expressed con- 
cern that the Australian Jewish ex- 
Service associations were unable to 
sponsor applicants other than those who 
had foueht in cither of the two world 
wars, with the result that many Jewish 
ex-Servicemen who had served two years 
in the British Army since the Second 
World War were unable to be sponsored 
by the organisation for migration to 
Ausiralia. 

He recommended that this question 
ough to be dealt with very thoroughly 
by the Australian Federation of Jewish 
Ex-Servicemen.

Restitution Law Passed

BONN 

The Upper House of the Federal 
German Parliament (Federal Counci!) 
passed last week the Federal 
Restitution Law and an amendment 
to the Federal Indemnification Law. 
The latter provides for the extension 
of the period during which indemnifi- 
cation claims may he filed—from 
September 30, 1957, to April 1, 1958. 

The Restitution Law was given final 
approval after a number of technical 
amendments had been agreed to. The 
Law is of considerable importance to all 
victims of Nazism who lived in the 
territory now known as the Federal 
Repuitrc and Berlin before the advent of 
Nazi régime or who are living there now, 
Restitution relates to their claims 
against the former Nazi Reich, against 
the former State of Prussia, and against 
the former Nazi Party and its affiliated 
organisations. Compensation will be paid 
for the loss of household goods, works 
of art. jewellery. shares and securities, 
hank accounts, and other identifiable 
properties and assets. 

Claims must be submitted by April 1, 
1958 Total funds set aside for restitu- 
tion payments by the Federal“ Govern- 
ment amount to 1,500,000,000 marks 
jabout £125,000.000) 

The law does not apply to persons 
formerly living in the terrntory of the 
present Soviet Zone of Germany. Both 
the Restitution Law and the amendment 
to the Indemnification Law will be 
officially promulgated, and thus become 
effective in the near future.
